WMhtngton, Jan. S3.— At the open- 
ing o( thf> scHsinn of the senate, Mr. 
Turley (Teon.) reported from the com- 
mlttM on privilege* and electionit a 
resolution on the case of former Sen- 
ator Quay. The resolution reads: 
"That th« Hon. Matthew 8. Quay la 
not entitled to take his seat in this 
body as a senutor from the state ct 
Pennsylvania." 

That resolution was the Judgment uf 
the majority ot the committee. Mr. 
Turley called attention to the resolu- 
tion of the minority of the committee, 
which was that Mr. Quay was entitle 1 
to a seat in the senate. Both resolii- 
tlona were accompanied by lengthy re 
ports in their support. The ciuestion 
of seating Mr. Quay is a constitutionil 
one— whtthar the goveraor of tho state 
has the power to appoint in case the 
legislature fails to (111 a senatorial va- 
cancy. The committee was divided on 
this point, four reporting to seat Quu> 
and flT« adTersely. 

Mr. Pettlgrew (S. n.) offered a reso- 
lution calling upon the president to 
send to the senate the report of Gen- 
eral J. C. Bate, relating to the treaty 
with the saltan of Sulu. Among other 
things the resolution asks whether the 
saltan and bis officials are under the 
civil serrlo*. It wMt ortr on ob- 
JecUoo. 

Mr. Cafferjr presented three resolu- 
tions calling upon the president for 
correspondeneo with Great Britain 
concerning the Cliyrtoo-Bulwer treaty, 
the correspondence with the Colom- 
bian government as to the Panama 
canal, and the rori-cspondciuc with the 
Panama Canal company of France. 
They were adopted. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Allen 
calling on the secretary of the treas- 
ury for information concerning tho 
transfer of the old New York custom 
houte to the National City bank of 
that city was a<toi)tod. 

Race Quest loii uiul I'iillippliies. 

In accordance with previous notio-, 
Mr. Ross (R.,.Vt) claimed the recjK 
nltlonlM the chair to deliver a speech 
on till' Pliilippine (iiiP.stion. His speech 
was essentially a legal and constitu- 
tional discuMlon of the several quu9- 
tlons raised. Mr. Ross ' maintained 
that the United States bad acquired its 
island possessslonH free from any con- 
ditions, and said the people of tbo 
IshiAdi flottid become eltliena of the 

United States only l>y act of congress, 
for they had not been guaranteed 
rights of citizenship by the treaty of 
cession, and the constitution of its 
own Inherent force could not confer 
such rights on thrni. Congress, In his 
opinion, therefore had plenary powtr 
in legislating for our newly-acquired 
territory. He summed up what he 
thought to be the policy of the gov- 
ernment by saying: 

"The flac of the nation had been 
placed on theao lshui<|s. Thia is the 
emblem of its policy and eror has 
been. That policy is individual man- 
hood, the right to enjoy religious and 
civil liberty, the right to stand pro 
tected equally with avery other man 
before the law in the enjoyment of 
freedom, of perconal prosperity and 
of property." 

He urged that congreaa in the dis- 
charge of ita duty to the Islanders 
should create a department of govern- 
ment, charged with the duties of look 
ing to the Intensts of the islands and 
of supplying accurate Information to 
congress with reference to them, and 
should relieve ail civil appolntment.s 
In the Island from politics, mailing 
ability, hoBAtjr and fltaaw tkt t«<>ts 
for service. 

Mr. McEnery (D., lA.) then was rec- 
ogiiized to ileiiviM- Ills annoimced 
speech on the resolution of Mr. Pritcb- 
ard (R., N. C.) relating to the pro 
posed amendment to the constitution 
of North Carolina. He said the race 
Questiyn was mm of the most serious 



which had ever confronted the nation, 
and added: 

"Thtre MTW turn been any disposi- 
tion OB tho part of people of the South 
to deprive the negro of any of his m- 
litical or civil rights. There haa been 
and win continue to be determination, 
fixed and unalterable, to deny him so- 
cial privileges on equality with the 
whites, to prohibit him from aspirin? 
to an equality In social life, which na- 
ture forblda." 

With reference lo the propo8?d 
amendment to the conBtltution of 
North Carolina, Mr. McEnery said It 
did not exclude the negro from voting. 
"He has the right In common with th«r 
white people." .said he, "on the condi- 
tions alike applicable to both races, 
that he can read and write, or that be 
owns a certain amount ol real or per- 
aQoal property. He la deprived of no 
right of suffrage by the eonfarrlBf Of 
it upon another class. 

"The question raised in the resolu- 
tion offered by the senator fron 
North Carolina la a Judicial one. Cob- 
g rsea baa the power, but it has not th" 
right to declare any law or constitu- 
tional proTliloB of a state aaooaetltu 
tlonal."

Mr. Tayler of Ohio Opens the Debate 
III the llou»e. 
Washington, Jan. 23. — Enormous 
crowds were present to witaess the 

opening of the debate la the Roberts 
case. Fully three-fourths of the spec- 
tators were wonu n. Mr. Roberts was 
in tbes eat which be has been occupy- 
ing, OB the extreme right oC tbe hall, 
half an hour before noon, and every 
neck was craned to catch a glimpse oi 
him. 

Nearly every member was in his 
seat a few minutes later, when Mr. 

Tayler (Ohio), ehalrmaa of the specif! 
committee which Investigated the 
case, aroi^e from behind his desk 
stacked high with legal authorities and 
manuscripts and called up the ea^e. 
The majority resolutions to exclude 
him and the minority resolutions lo 
permit him to be sworn In and then 
expelled were laid before the bouse, 
and without any agreement as to a vote 
Mr. Tayler (Ohio) oi)ened In support 
of themajority resolutions. He spoke 
clearly and with great earnestness. 
His argument war>on eonstltutlonal 
lines, he holding that the hoose had 
the right and power to exclude Rob- 
erts at the outset. 

Mr. Tayler was emphatic in his asser- 
tions that exclusion was in harmony 
with precedent, expulsion in vioiatloii 
of it. II'' aiupliticd the thfie >;round& 
for Mr. Roberts' exclusion: First, be- 
cause of his violation of the Bdnsundt 
act: second, because he waa living in 
open, flagrant and notorious violation 
of the statutes of the congress he seeks 
to enter, and, third, because bis elec- 
tion was a violation of the compact by 
which Utah was admitted lato the 
union. 

Mr. Llttlefield (Mo.) OB behalf of 
the minority of the committee, then 
spoke In support of the minority's plan 
of seating and thea espelllBg Mr. Rob- 
erts. 

Want Oovemment Aid. 

Indianapolis. Jan. 21.— Representa- 
tives of the national guard of nearly 
every rtate in the union are here in 
session for the purpose of preparing a 
bill to be submitted to congress that 
will give the national gu:ud of the 
United States a large appropriation 
and greater recognition by the federal 
government. The proposed bill, which 
win probably be accepted by the con- 
vention, carries with it an api)r()pria- 
tion ending June 30, 1900, of |4,000,00U. 
and for each fiscal year subsequent 
1500,000. 

Kentucky Coutest> 
Frankfort, Ky.. Jan. 2S.— Before the 

contest boards the police force of 
lx)ul8vllle, through four of its offlcerij, 
defended itself vigorously against th? 
charges of Interference at the Novem- 
ber eleetloBs, which have beea brought 

against them by the Republicans. They 
declared that the police force in uo 
way interfered with the election, and 
all of them were of the oplnloa that 
the preseaee of the odlltla 1b Louis- 
ville deterred BiaBy PSOple frOIB gOlBg 
to the polls.

Columbus, 0.. Jan. 23.— In the house 
Mr. Merlon spoke OB his resolution 

looking to the abandonment eventual 
ly of the entire canal system of the 
State. He said it was time for the 
legislature to determine whether the 
oaaals sh^-jld be abolished, or whether 
the appropriations for maintaining 
them should be large enough to im 
prove their usefulness and service. He 
said that If the resolution should be 
adopted It would mean that a large 
number of liepiiblicans who are em- 
ployed in the canal service would be 
Obliged to sUip down and out While 
he would regret to see so many good 

Republicans thrown out of employ 
ment, he believed it is time the legis 
lature should take some positive ac 
tion. Further conalderatlon of the res 
olution was made the special order for 
Jan. 30. 

The finance committee presented the 
partial appropriation bill to pay sal 
ariea and contingent expenses In the 
various state departments and state 

institutions from Feb. 15, 1900, tO Feb. 
15, 1901. The toUi amount is $784,000. 
The bill was passed under suspeaslon 

of the rules. 
Mr. Bartlow of Butler introduced a 

bill to appropri;;te |,'?O.OiiO for the Ohio 
university, |24,UUU for Miami univer- 
sity and 119,000 for Wilberforce. 

Mr. Painter of Wood introduced a 
bill to abolish city boards of elections 
and transfer their duties to the boards 
of deputy state supervisors of elec- 
tions. The bill provides for the ap- 
pointing of four (I'^puty supervisors 
in each county Aug. I, i:t;0, according 
to the plan lieretofdro in operation 
Bach board shall elect a secretary aa 
heretofore prot.ded. The salaries of 
deputies and secretaries In Hamilton 
and Cuyahoga counties shall be $1500 
each; in Franklin, Lucas and .Mont- 
gomery counties flOOU each; in Stark 
county 1800 each; in other counties 
containing cities having registration 
$200 each; in all other counties $lO(t 
each. 

Mr. Manchester's resolution provid 
lag that the house shall convene at !) 

a. m. and adjourn at 11 a. m. each 
Friday ti.l 4:30 p. m. Monday was 
adopted. 

Other measures introduc.-d: Declar- 
ing it the policy of general assembly 
to make no further extension.^ or im- 
provements of the canals and to eveni- 
ually abandon them; providing for the 
right of interurban electric roads to 
enter cities over tracks of the city elec- 
tric railways throuKli condemnation 
proceedings in probate court; creatiag 
the office of supervising architect, tu 
be appointed by the governor, at $5,000 
per year; providing for two oil In- 
spectors at a salary of $2,000 per an- 
num each, and each to have only one 
deputy at a salary of $1,000 per an- 
num; fixing a penalty of $25 to $100 
and 30 days' imprisonment for paying 
employes in other than lawful uuhh y. 
unless the employes have previously 
agreed to receive their wages other- 
wise than In money— aimed at "script" 
and cbcclcs. 

In the Sennte. 

In the senate Mr. Archer Introduced 
two bills providing that before any 
non-resident can hunt >;aine I'irds in 
Ohio he must secure a license from the 
chief game wardea, food for one year, 
and for which he must pay a fee of 
$25. No person shall kill BMN than 
15 quail or 10 woodCOOlt, IBlpe or 
grouse in one dcy. 

Other bills were introduced as fol- 
lows: Providing a fine of from $5 to 
$25 for the first offense of seliir^ or 
giving away cigarettes or cigrretto 
wrappers, and from $25 to $100 for eacli 
subsequeat oflease, and the aecused 

shall be held In prleon until the fins 
and costs are paid; to authorize the 
incorporations of sanitariums : provid- 
ing toe the traasterring of infirm deaf 
and dumb persons now kept la couaty 
Infirmaries to the Home for the Aged 
at c:entral College. 

Under suspension of the rules the 
senate passed the sundry ppropriation 
bill by Mr. McKlnnon, approi^tlng 

$81,300 for the deficiencies in thO'de* 
partmeuts and institutions. 

The senate passed by a unanimous 
vote and without amendment Senator 
Mitchell's bill appropriating $63,000 
to mark with monuments the positions 
of Ohio troops taking part in the bat 
tie of Shlloh. 

Senator Patterson has, a bill to re 



quire the examination of inaurance 
agents as to the their quallfleatlOBS. 
and establishing a board of five exam- 
laers to be selected by the gOTemor— 
a fee of $1 5 belag required. 

Havoc i.f Tidal Wavex. 
Tacoma, Wash.. Jan. 23.— Official r''- 
ports Just completed give details of 
terrible inundationa, which destroyed 
property valued at over 6,000,000 yen 
in Hokkaido provinre. nnrfhern Japan. 
In December. Thirty-five towns in the 
district of Ishikari were devastated. 
Since September no less than 17.288 
houses have been submerged or wash- 
ed away In Hakkaldo alone, while the 
total damage is placed at 13,000,000 
yen. About 100 flshin:; schooners and 
other craft were destroyed.

All but Two of the Crew of a llrltisb 
Ship iCseape the Waves. 

Mneyard Haven. Mass., Jan. 23 — 
The Glasgow steamer Ardanliu, Cap- 
tain Dundas, from New London, Conn., 
for Halifax, N. S., was sunk in col- 
lision with the Metropolitan liner 
Herman Winter, from IJoston for New 
York, oft Robinson's Hole, Vineyard 
lound. Two of the Ardanhu's crew of 
$1 men were lost. Tbey were Chief 
Engineer James Henderson of Glas- 
gow, and Second Mate Fred Dowe of 
Boston. 

The Herman Winter reached this 
port with her bow gone and reported 
the accident. She had on board the 29 
men who es( aped fron\ the Ardanhu. 

The Ardanhu was struck about mid- 
ships on her starboard side by the 
Herman Winter's bow, and waa cut 
half way through. She would have 
sunk immediately.' but her water- 
tight compartments kept her afloat for 
a time. The crew made a rush, and It 
waa thought that all but two ot them 
succeeded in getting aboard the New 
York vessel. 



To KMellltHte JuKtice. 
Havana. Jan. 23. — The newly up- 
pointed law reform commission will 
begin work almost immediately. 
Among the principal Innovations will 
be the establishment of police cor- 
rectional courts, presided over by 
salaried judges. The judicial system 
throughout the islauas will be made 
to lend Itself to the speeiv handling of 
cases In order that Justice may be ob- 
tained without delay. At the same lin\e 
facility to appeal will be granted. 

Many Men Thrown Out. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 23.— The rod 
mill workers, at the plant of the 
American Wire and Steel compaiiy, 
Rankin, went on a strike, closing that 
department of the big works and 
throwing idle about 1,000 men. Only 
about .'.') skilled men are Involv.d 
These men were organized into a lo.lge 
of the Rod Mill Workers .\ssoclatlon 
of America. The demands at Rankin 
are the same as those at the other 
rod mills. 



Oppose the Treaty. 

Paris, Jan. 23.— The commerce com- 
mittic of the chamlier of deputic^s be- 
gan hearing the views of those opposed 
to the reciprocity treaty with the Ualt^ 
ed States. Representatives of Iron 
workers. Iron smelters, tubing manu- 
facturers and manufacturers of rail- 
road supplies were beard. Tbey were 
all opposed to the treaty and demanded 
its rejection.

the propositions to a voU' ut the spring 
eleetlOB. 

Itoard Kcorgaiil/.rd. 
Washington, Jan. 23.— The secretary 
of war has itsued an order almost cn 
tlrely reorganising the board of ord- 
aaace and fortifications. Major Oeaeral 
N. A. Miles, who Is ex-officlo chairman 
of the board. Is the only member of 
the former board retained. 

Declared a Valid Law.

London. Jan. 23.— Absence of news 
of the movement north of the Tugela 
river Is occasioning some additional 
anxiety, but General Buller is engaged 
in a big operation, which Will take 
considerable time to work out Bvea 
the slight advance of General War- 
ren's forces after tno days' fighting 
does not appear to have yielded aa 
important advantage to the Brltlsn, 
as the captured kopjes were evidently 
only held as advaaced posts in order 
to delay the progress of the British 
troops and enable the liucrs to com- 
plete their entrenchments and to 
mount guns on the position on which 
they have determined to make a stand. 
It is remarked that the Boers thus far 
have used little artillery, from which 
It Is Judged that tneir guns are al- 
ready mounted on tactical positions, 
from which the British will have to 
dislodge the republicans before reach- 
ing l..idysmitli. 

There is uo contirmation of the re- 
port that Lord Dundonald has entered 
Ladysmith, and none is expected. Ex- 
perts opine that the Boers would be 
only too glad to let him In unopposed. 

The indignation and disgust ex- 
pressed at the blund A and Incapacity 
of the yeomanry staff, to whom is as- 
cribed the rank failure threatening to 
overwhelm the movement starti d with 
such a blare of trumpets, is increas- 
ing daily. Those who were able to car- 
ry the scheme to success have been 
met at every turn with red t;ipe. and 
ail kinds of olista< l<'s ami sHkIiIs by 
the inner circle of titled iacapables, 
resulting In scores of good men with- 
drawing from i)a rticipation In th? 
plans. In the cai-c of South Bedford- 
shire yeomanry, a whole company of 
170 selected men has disbanded In dis- 
gust. 

There is nothing here to confirm the 
report on lierlin lioerse of the defeat 
of General Buller, or the rumor on the 
stock exchange of this city of the 
capture of two British battalions by 
the Boers. The fa< t that General Bul- 
ler was heard from in the morning, 
when he sent a list of the casualties 
to the British troops, seems to disprove 
these stories.

28.— Dr. licyds, the 
Transvaal envoy extraordinary in Eu- 
rope, with headquarters at Brussels, 
in a message to a local newspaper, 
says be is confident of the ultimate 
triumph of the Boer cause, and that 
England cannot win- even with douli'.o 
the force she has in the field. He noteu 
with satisfaction the desire for a sus> 
pension of hosUUtlea, which appears 
to be galBlBg streagth ob both sides 
of the Atlantic. President Kruger, ho 
says. Is heartily in favor ot any nego- 
tiation lookiBg toward the establish' 
men^ of peace.
